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Escaped Death In Wreck 
Judith Jones Mahoney 
Going Home With Baby 


Mrs. Harry L. Mahoney, the 
daughter of Rev. and Mrs. Ellis 
E. Jones of Vernon, formerly of 
East Northfield, had been visit- 
ing at the home of her parents 
with her child for several weeks. 
She had greeted many former 
friends while here but the time 
had come for her to return to her 
husband and home at Cuyahoga 
Falls, Ohio. With Mr. and Mrs. 
Jones she was motored to Green- 
field and put safely aboard a Pull- 
man of the “minute-man” of the 
Boston & Maine railroad last Fri- 
day evening. Early Saturday 
morning a telegram dispatched 
from Utica reached Mr. Jones 
signed Judith, said they were 
“safe,” Then from her husband 
came a telephone call with several ! 
others following. The ecituation 
was only revealed as the hours | 
passed. The Pullman had been at- 
tached to the Lake Shore limited, | 
which had been wrecked in the, 
terrible rail disaster at Little Falls | 
N. Y. Mrs. Mahoney and child 
were in the last Pullman second 
car from the end of the train, and | 
the last five Pullmans escaped the | 
severe destruction which the pre- 
ceding cars received and where 
death resulted to so many. De- 
tailed information reveals that 
Mrs. Mahoney and child were in 
their berth but awake. They were 
jostled and suffered minor_ bruises 
and after waiting for about three 
hours were escorted and carried to 
the relief train and taken to Utica 
where every kind consideration 
was shown them. Later they were 
placed aboard a regular train 
and proceeded to their destina- 
tion. Sundays papers listed her as 
uninjured among those who were 
rescued and gone on to their 
homes. For husband, father and 
mother as well as her brother, 
there were many anxious hours 
on Saturday and Sunday until the 
tension was relieved of Mrs. Ma- 
honey’s safe arrival at her home. 
For the time being to avoid pub- 
licity, Mr. and Mrs. Mahoney 
have closed their home and are 
at his parents home while she 
and the child may have a needed 
rest. and quiet. Every kindness 
and consideration was shown by 
officials and workers to those 
saved in the wreck and Mrs. Ma- 
honey is full of appreciation for 
the assistance given, although she 
will never forget the realization 
of how terrible a train wreck can 
be and of the fearful scenes she 
witnessed as she was removed,
